One day everything looks rosy; the next everything looks j 
blue.

Not so long ago, when the Esch-Cummins railroad law was j 
passed, everybody became exuberantly enthusiastic over tne rail- j 
road outlook.

Today there is just as * 
much pessimism over the railroad outlook as there was optimism | 
when the Esch-Cummins law was passed. 
Ponder these facts, which have been prepared for this column , 
by a very able authority, who is not in any way connected with . 
the railroads. 
“The traffic of the New York Central, a road with a larger j 
income and a more diversified traffic than any other in the "world, ; 
except the Pennsylvania, in December slightly exceeded $1.000,OOO 
a day, including Sundays. With the new and high rates, this was 
much the largest gross income that the road ever earned—more 
than $4,000,000 above any previous December. 
But for every 
dollar taken in from freight, passenger and miscellaneous sources 
about $1.03 -was spent for operating expenses and taxes alone. 
The actual deficit, after taxes, in one month was $831,375.
